1. (U//Fo¥e) On 17 March 2014, members of Counterintelligence Support Team

2. (U//FOBO) Record checks were conducted prior to SUBJECT’s interview,
which resulted in the following:

a. (S REL—TO—USA—TVEY)

3. (U//FOUO) Screening Results:

a. (U//PeBe) SUBJECT has possessed cellular telephone number
since 2009. SUBJECT is the only person who has ever used HIS
personal cellular device.

b. (U//FOU0) SUBJECT's family has possessed cellular telephone number
since 2011. No person outside of SUBJECT’'s family has used the
device.

c. (U//FOYO) Karz Village is located approximately eight to ten
kilometers from SUBJECT’s home. SUBJECT denied travel to Karz Village.
Neither SUBJECT nor any member of SUBJECT’s family has ever conducted
business with a Village Elder from Karz Village. SUBJECT acknowledged
knowing a person named ; however, the biographical description of
provided by SUBJECT did not match the entity identified during

re-screening records checks. SUBJECT denied knowledge of any person named
h who has been a member of the Afghan National Security Forces (ANSF).

d. (U//FP6U0) On 17 March 2014, SUBJECT received a CI Screening and a
Force Protection Interview. During both interviews, SUBJECT remained calm
and answered all questions openly, comfortably, and clearly. However, when
questioned concerning a possible familial link to a Village Elder from Karz
Village, SUBJECT's demeanor changed drastically. SUBJECT suddenly became
unable to stop himself from smiling and had to make frequent pauses while
speaking to control HIS facial movements. Additionally, the nodding of
SUBJECT's head began to contradict SUBJECT’'s yes or no responses. Finally,
SUBJECT's movements became stiff as if SUBJECT was attempting to control HIS
nonverbal responses to questions concerning a village elder from Karz
Village.

4. (U//FQUQ) Final Assessment: Due to the nature of the entities identified
during pre-screening records checks and SUBJECT's reactions to questioning
regarding the entities, SUBJECT is not recommended for continued access to
Coalition Forces installations. SUBJECT is recommended for nomination to the
Biometrically Enabled Watchlist Level 5.

5. (U//FOU0) Disclosure: This document only contains a recommendation to
the government and nothing contained herein binds the government to follow
these recommendations. The government is the final decision authority.
